THOSE WITH CONTAGIOUS 


DISEASES, 


The regular mon'thly meeting of the 


Ttoard of Hea'th was held last night, at 
-which all of the 'members wcro present. 


Healrh Officer 
von 
Adelunjr reported 


that he had made his ciuarierly examina- 
tion of a f l the public buildings and found 
them to be in good ^anitary condition 
•*v:th the exception thar .the. heating1 in 
the nr.blic schools Is not. sufficient and 
that tho IVme-n-al school is not connect- 
ed with the sewer. 


He .suggested that the Board provide 


for a free examination of -the sputum of 
aH those who suspected that they ivere 
F'ifferins fr^m tubercular disease, or phy- 
e'cians could send the sputum of patients 
of theirs for examination. 
He- thought 


the examination could be mado by the 
City Chemist and Bacterio-logist, as fs 
done in cii^es ot" diphtheria. 
The tests 


ahouid be made about twice a week. 


All ot the members of the Board ex- 


vre^ped themselves a,s jr. favor nf the 
1 lea, and the Health Officer was app^int- 
ed to complete the details of the work. 
J: i.= the r»lan to send postal cards to all 
ihf. phy?'cia.ns and drug stores in the c-iry 
explaining the object to them and also to 
leave receptacles in, which to deposit tht> 
j-p\:tum. 


The Health Officer then suggested that 


i!ie Board rake some action in regard to 
^curing a hospital for contagious dis- 
e-ises. He was of 'the opinion that such 
a thing was most needful for the general 
health of the c;iy and should be .secured 
as soon as possible. 
"The matter has been talked over many 
times b---'ore," said the Health OtTicer, 
"nut it shoul»\ not be dropped. The Coun- 
cil seems to aot by fits and spells. I am 
afraid that the matter haa died a death 
of inanition. There are many cases of 
contagious diseases in families that the 
families have not the means anrt fticHI- 
i>s to properly care for. This is when a 
hospital for such cases would prove ot" 
preat benefit to all the city." 
Dr. Hamlin thought that all of the 
members of the Board h,ad taken a goud 
deal of interest in the hospital pro- 
ject, but he thought, that the rock in tho 
road was the site for the Ifcuildin.tr. 
It 
was finally decided to have Dr. KUch- 
ings' and Health 
Officer 
von Adelung 
meet members of the City Council and 
discus? the matter and report back at 
the next meeting of the Board.

A FAULT IN OUR SYSTEM? 


M. Jean Jussieu, a French cynic, writ- 
ing in the Piiris Revue, expresses grave 
doubts of the efficacy of rhe Am'erk-im 
schools ami universities. He avers that 
the latter are governed by mere emlow- 


ol] high social position who can confident- 
ly and successfully approach millionaires 
wiih requests for additions to the great 
Hinds accumuJaiinj? under university con- 
trol. These rust sums, M. Jussieu avers, 
;ire wasted in the construction of great 
buildings IIIH! the cause of education is 
not 
proportionately 
advanced. 
More 
money should IK- spent upon the produc- 
tion of monographs' by learned men. It is 
perhaps true thill in their present stage 
of development the American universities 
are engaged somewhat more conspicu- 
ously than previously ill their careers 
in constructing- accommodations for the 
enlarged attendance. They are erecting 
dormitories, lecture halls, 
laboratories 
anrt the like at ,111 unprecedented rate. 
But this is merely one of the signs of a 
vast growth. The youth of the country is 
pouring into :hese institutions more rap- 
Idly -than ever before. 
Diversified and 
speoinlizecl education permits practical re- 
sults heretofore impossible, while the gen- 
eral college c-ourse is regarded with great- 
er breadth nf view as preparatory to some 
particular line of study. The enormous 
endowments are necessary unless the uni- 
versities are -to become congested and in- 
capable of fulfilling .their function. It is 
not true, however, that the average uni- 
versity president is a mere collector. He 
is as a. rule a great administrator, aided 
by a carefully selected corps of instruc- 
tors. 
In fact, the American university is in a 
transition stage just -now. It is adjust- 
ing Itself 
to 
two great changes, the 
change toward the training of practical 
men in all lines of active work, and the 
change toward more definite concentra- 
tion in all things. The rapid growth of 
vast fortunes has made it possible for 
the university to expand. Men of great 
wealth are in a position as .never before 
to endow wisely the institutions which 
they regard as typical of their own indi- 
vidual ideals. This stage will probably 
pass, and the university, set on a more 
substantial foundation, will develop th«n 
more conservatively, perhaps more to the 
liking of such critics as M. .Tnssleu. Great 
unicersltlPs are not the result of a single 
decade of effort, often not even of a single 
century. 
Harvard University is an in- 
fant compared with =ome of .the great 
German schools. Its usefulness and thor- 
oughness cannot be rated low because it 
has recently faJlen heir to large sums. 
Rather will'the accession <if these funds 
enable it to establish Itself .the more firm- 
ly as one of the notable institutions of the 
world. So, too. with Tale and Princeton 
and Corne'I and a score of others of less- 
er note which are now developing them- 
selves bv 
means 
of 
.the endowments 
which have so grievously shocked M. Jus- 
sieu's educational sensibilities.—\\ ashtng- 
ton Stnr.

Master Plumbers Are 


on the Trail of Those 


Who Butt in, 


Asks the Board of Health 


to Have the Law 


Changed* 


Daniel Crowley, president of the Mas- 


ter Plumbers' Association, appeared be- 
fore the Board of H-ealth last n^hL "to 
keep chimney sweeps, carpenters and 
sewer men from 'breaking1 into 'the plumb- 
ing business," as he facetiously put it. 
O. Sturm, H. MeKouu and J. Graham 
were also present as part of the commit- 
tee,Mr. Crowley prefaced his remarks by 
saying that the Board and the plumbers 
hadr often met together for the purpose 
of discussing the plumbing business. 


"Our reason for appearing1 before you 


this time," said Mr. Crowley, 'Is for the 
purpose of requesting you to assist us in 
having the City Council pass an ordinance 
to have all persons who expect to enter 
the plumbing1 business -to appear before 
a committee and pass an examination to 
see whether they -are proficient enough .in 
their trade to have a license. Our ob- 
ject is to kee<p men from going Into the 
plumbing- business who have no right 
there. As it is now, a man can file his 
bonds, get his license and th«n make in- 
roads on our business. I think that there 
are about twenty-five men who have a li- 
cense in -tills ci-ty who have but little 
idea, of the trade. 


"When we met -with the plumbers be- 


fore and discussed these matters, the 
plumbers had pointed out to them by the 
Board tha* this trouble would come to 
pan.s." suit! Dr. Kitching's. "As -the pres- 
ent ordinance stauds, it does not allow 
Lho Sanitary Inspector to in any way in- 
terfere with the plumbing that has been 
done Jn an old bu-ildmg; nor can he con- 
demn 'the work. The plumbers had the 
ordinance passed and they got what they 
wanted." 
Sanitary Inspector Gemmel .thought that 
to hold examinations would be a good 
thing for all concerned, and then no ir- 
responsible men could secure licenses.
